How the Convention was organized. 
— The delegates elected to the con­ 
vention—three hundred and twenty 
in number—were directed to assem­ 
ble in Boston, June 6, 19 17. On that 
date practically every delegate ap ­ 
peared, there being only seven ab­ 
sences in the entire body . 
The assembling of such a body 
brings problems of organization dif­ 
ferent from those of a legislative a s ­ 
sembly . No convention had been held 
since 18 53. 
Not a 
living 
person 
forms a link between that convention 
and this one. 
Legislative bodies are 
organized every y ear or two y ears 
by those who have had recent ex peri­ 
ence. 
A direct tie connects the old 
and new. Legislatures are elected by 
political parties and the hand of the 
parties enters into the organization. 
Not so with 
this convention. 
The 
party machinery was enjoined by the 
people to keep its hands off. 
The 
members alone were the organizers. 
The tirst step was prescribed by 
statute. 
The governor was directed 
to call the convention to order and 
preside until tht. election of a presi­ 
dent. Promptly at eleven o’clock, the 
hour fix ed for assembling. Governor 
McCall, with his staff, 
entered tin* 
chamber and called the convention to 
order. 
Pray er was offered and the 
governor proceeded to deliver an a d­ 
dress which recounted tin* need for 
a convention and the solemn obliga­ 
tion of the delegates.

the absurdity of the argument was 
shown when applied to a representa 
tive body . 
Men vote at the polls for 
themselves 
alone. 
Representatives 
vote not for themselves but for their 
constituents. 
Many men took part 
in the discussion and as I listened to 
the arguments for secrecy , I could 
not help but be impressed at the ab­ 
surd lengths to which some men will 
go in their effrontery to the people 
whose delegates they are. 
To talk about taking a secret bal 
lot of any kind or to keep any part 
of the proceedings secret is to my 
mind unthinkable. 
That it should be 
proposed seriously in a great consti­ 
tutional 
convention 
attests 
either 
high handed disregard for or deep 
ignorance of the sentiments of the 
common people of the state. 
A convention is particularly and 
intimately thee people’s forum. Ev­ 
ery act should be open. 
Not a sin­ 
gle item should be concealed. There 
should be no secret ballots, no secret 
caucuses and no secret understand­ 
ings. Any of these will impugn the 
motives of the framers and cause 
certain defeats at the hands <>f the 
people. Probably the supporters «>1 
the motion for secrecy in this con­ 
vention desired at the start to dis- 
c red it the work of the convention 
and thus cause the ultimate defeat 
of tin* constitution.

The American people hav e learned 
that fruit and green v egetables are 
no longer a lux ury but a necessity ; 
that it is much more economical to 
hav e these in the diet than to pa­ 
tronize the doctor and druggist. 
In 
summer these may be readily had but 
il is necessary to can them to pre­ 
serv e for w inter use. 
To can v egetables successfully , the 
cold pack process must be used. This 
means that the material must be se­ 
lected, prepared, put into cans and 
sterilized. 
For this method air tight 
cans, plenty of hot and cold water 
and some v essel with a tight cov er 
that i- deep enough to hav e the cans 
completely immersed in water are tlit* 
most important requisites. 
Select v egetables when in the prime 
of conditions. 
Hav e them neither 
green nor ov er mature, free from 
blemishes and crisp. Look ov er care­ 
fully , wash and if desired, break or 
cut into pieces suitable for serv ing. 
The blanching process takes place! 
nex t. 
This consist in plunging the 
v egetables into hot water for from 
fiv e to fifteen minutes. 
This is desir­ 
able t<» reduce the bulk; remov e ob­ 
jectionable acids and make it possible 
to completely sterilize in one period 
rather than on successiv e day s. 
I In* 
blanching is immediately followed by 
a plunge into cold water to stop tin* 
cooking and help keep the color good. 
The cans arc filled to within a quar­ 
ter or half inch of the top and us­ 
ually hot water poured ov er to cov er 
the v egetables. 
Hue teaspoon of salt 
is added to each quart ot flav or. 
New rubbers are placed and the top 
put on loosely . 
No pressure is used 
with the screw' top cans 
and 
the 
spring left unclamped 
when using 
spring topped cans.
